1.  He  will  take,  with  a  R.T.  and  orderly,  director  and  pegs  for 

reconnaissance.  If  possible,  S.Cs.  should  go  forward  to 
view  ground  by  daylight,  in  which  case  orderly  may  not 
be  required.

3.  Instructs  R.T.  to  take  necessary  ranges,  puts  in  gun  peg

4.  When  more  than  one  target  occurs,  pegs  will  be  aligned  on 

zero  line. 

5.  Measures  angles  of  sight  and  switches. 

6.  Notes  magnetic  bearing  of  zero  line. 

7.  Selects  positions  in  readiness  for  sections,  and  points  them 

out  to  S.Cs. 

8.  If  sections  are  too  widely  separated  for  the  S.Cs.  to  be 

present,  he  also  chooses  a  forward  rendezvous. 

Occupation. 

9.  If  S*.Cs.  were  not  present  during  the  reconnaissance,  PI.  C. 

leads  platoon  to  forward  rendezvous  or  one  of  positions  in 
readiness.

6.  When  the  R.T.  has  obtained  the  necessary  ranges,  the  PI.  C. 

will  solve  the  overhead  problem  from  that  part  of  the 
probable  position  which  is  least  favourable.

8.  If  it  is  safe  to  fire,  he  will  carry  out  the  necessary  detailed 

reconnaissance  for  the  occupation  of  the  position,  and 
issues  orders  for  its  occupation  in  the  natural  manner.

6.  Sends  orderly  to  PI.  H.Q.  to  report  sect,  in  position  and  to 

remain  there. 

7.  Chooses  alarm  ppst,  informs  all  of  its  position,  signal  for 

occupation,  and  action  to  be  taken. 

8.  Gives  all  ranks  all  information,  and  makes  out  duty  roster 

for  day  and  night. 

9.  Gains  touch  with  rifle  coys,  nearby  and  finds  out  about 

patrols. 

S.  Cpl.— I.  Orders  gun  chests,  all  S.A.A.,  spare  parts  box,  spare 
oil,  indirect  fire  and  night-firing  stores,  signal  pistol 
and  tools,  to  be  unloaded  from  limber  and  placed  in 
positions  near  guns. 

2.  Sends  limber  to  rear  position. 

3.  Reconnoitres  for  spare  water  for  guns  and  informs  S.C. 

where  it  is. 

Supporting  Guns. 

Orders  same  as  for  forward  guns.  Commanders  must  get  in 
touch  with  rifle  units.  If  ordered  to  cover  foremost 
localities,  must  keep  guns  laid  on  them. 

Reserve  Guns. 

Commanders  must  get  in  touch  with  rifle  units,  and  recon¬ 
noitre  for  positions  to  protect  reserve  localities.
